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first input from a first STT at a first input time, the first input being configured to request 
delivery of a first video program during the first time interval with a first level of random 
access functionality, where the first level of random access functionality is configured to 
operate in the second delivery mode, responsive to receiving the first input, providing 
the first video program to the first STT during the first time interval via the first delivery 
mode, receiving a second input form the first STT during the first time interval, the 
second input being configured to select a different playback mode of the first video 
program, and responsive to receiving the second input, establishing a dedicated 
network session between a server and a first STT and providing the different playback 
mode of at least a portion of the first video program to the first STT via the second 
delivery mode. 

Brown (5,771,435), the closest reference on record, fails to disclose these 
limitations.
